Herschel E. Short, 53, 
Chicago Hospital Aid 
Drowned in Lake Marie 



Outboard Motor Boat Up- 
sets While He Fished Near 
Forbrich Point 



Horschel E. Short, 53, an employee 
of the Dunning State hospital, 0400 
Irving Park rd„ Chicago, was 
drowned in Lake Marie yesterday 
afternoon when his boat capsized 
while he was fishing. 

The body was recovered by the 
Antioch Rescue squad .about 45 min- 
utes after Short sank in 12 feet of 
water about 75 feet from shore west 
of Forbrich's point. 

Unidentified persons told Capt. 
Herman Holbcck and Everett Ofte- 
dahl of the Rescue squad that they 
heard Short call for help but by the 
time they arrived at the shore a 
block distant, he could- not be seen. 

The spot where the Chicago man 
went down was marked by the prow 
of the row boat. The stern contain- 
ing the outboard motor was mired. 
The rescue workers pulled the body 
up in the first grapple of the hooks. 

Short had been coming to the 
Chain O y Lakes area on fishing trips 
for about 35 years and was known 
to many persons In the area. He is 
survived by his wife and several 
brothers and sisters residing in the 
southern part of the state. 

The body was taken to the Strang 
funeral home and then taken to Chi- 
cago today. . . 

Short escaped death in January 
1948 when the plane In which he 
was riding crashed into the roof of 
the house of Mrs, Lettie Einfeldt 
at Lake Marie. The seaplane had 
just taken off and was 50 feet in 
the air when it suddenly dived into 
the Einfeldt house. The pilot Ken- 
neth C. Thomas was of Elgin. 
Neither of the two men was hurt. 



Saturday Designated as 
School Safety Patrol Day 



Saturday, May 12 Is School Safe-' 
ty Patrol Day. 

The final day of Youth Week has 
been designated to honor the boys 
and girls who daily guard their 
classmates at street crossings near 
schools. / ' 

Mayors of Illinois and Indiana 
communities have proclaimed the 
day officially according to the Chi- 
cago Motor Club. 

The patrol movement grew out of 
an effort to cut child traffic deaths 
in 1922. That year the toll of school 
children Killed in traffic was 3,190 
in the 5 to 14 year group. This 
group accounted for one-fifth of the 
nation's total toll of 15,300 in 1922. 

"The death toll among school age 
children dropped sharply after the 
program became nationwide," says 
Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club. "In 1943 there 
were 1,949 deaths among school age 
children — a 37 percent reduction 
from the high of 1922. During the 
same years, other age groups in- 
creased 35 percent over 1922 to total 
23,823 in .1943. 

"In 1949, the last year for which 
age breakdowns are available, 2,100 
children of school age were killed 
in traffic. There were 31,500 of all 
ages killed nationally that year. 
The school age group had about 6" 
percent of the deaths in 1949, com- 
pared to 20 percent in 1922. School 
safety patrols and school safety ed- 
ucation had achieved the improve- 
ment. 

"If other age groups improved 
their safety record as effectively 
aa the school age children the na- 
tional toll would also have been be- 
low 1922's. 

"The. national toll for 1949 -would 
then have been 9,945 Instead of 31,- 
500." 

The school age group protected 
by the school safety patrols are the 
only age group to have actually few- 
er deaths year by year than they 
had in 1922. 

This ww accomplished despite an 
increase in. population from 120 
million Americans in 1922 to 150 
million; an increase from 55 billion 
in 1922 to 425 billion in 1949.

Community to Vote 
Tuesday on Water 
District for County 

Co-operative Organization 

Would Be Formed 

Through Law 

Antioch and Lake Villa township 
voters will be privileged to vote 
for or against the creation of a 
Lake county public water district in 
a referendum Tuesday, May 15. 

Voting in Antioch will be at the 
village hall and in Lake Villa at 
the village hall likewise. 

The proposal is to organize a 
county water district in all terri- 
tories with the exception of the 
Great Lakes Naval Training center. 
Fort Sheridan, and the cities of 
Waukegan, North Chicago, Lake 
Forest, Highwood and Highland 
Park. 

Voting for the water district does 
not compel the community or any 
individual to buy water, but makes 
possible its use in the future if de- 
sired. 

There will be no taxation, it is 
said. The water will be obtained 
from the surpluses of the shore line 
city plants, and the mains will be 
paid for through revenue bonds. 

If the district is approved, the 
county court will appbint five trus- 
tees and they will operate the dis- 
trict, deciding the cost of the water. 
Under the law the trustees can be 
paid as much as $300 a year. 

Those promoting the district get 
nothing from the project other than 
seeing that communities in need of 
water are supplied. Gurnee, Munde- 
lein and Libertyville already have 
a water shortage.

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Equality of Sacrifice 

The general manager of an association of retail 
stores* recently said, "We realize that In a period of 
emergency certain sacrifices are necessary. At the 
same time, we do not believe that it is the intent of 
Congress that any particular clement of the economy 
should bear an unreasonable or disproportionate share 
of the burden in the attempted control of Inflation. 
"We believe by the fact that recent orders from the 
Office of Price Stabilization have forced retailers to 
absorb certain increases in the cost of goods — while 
other interested elements in the economy are per- 
mitted to pass them on. Some modifications in these 
orders have been made, after vigorous protest by 
representatives of retailing. But even in the modified 
regulations, such unavoidable costs as commissions 
paid, interest, bad debts and other expenses are not 
considered. 

It may be that this injustice is simply an ad- 
ministrative error. It will certainly be indefensible 
if it turns out to be planned OPS policy. At best, the 
retailers' margin of profit is very small — after paying 
his bills, he usually has only a few cents left out of 
each dollar his customers pass across his counters. 
He too is faced with the common problem rising costs 
and a depreciated currency. He has, save in rare in- 
stances, no control over the prices charged at the 
wholesale level. 

It is the plain duty of OPS— and of all other 
bodies which are involved in the price-control pic- 
ture — .to bend over backward to see that policies and 
orders treat everyone alike. This country has no place 
for "whipping boys", whether it be the retailers or 
anyone else.

A Real Luxury 

Someone once said that smoking in bed is a 
luxury which should be pursued only by people who 



can afford to build new homes every so often. 

It' could be added that it U also a good practice 
for those who are eager to see what the next world Is 
like as soon as possible. It has been the cause not 
only of thousands of home fires, but of disasters in 
hotels which have resulted in a ghastly toll of death 
and Injury. 

Moreover, this source of fire Is typical of the 
fact that the great majority of fires are completely 
unnecessary. Certainly, oven the chain-smoker can put 
out his final cigarette before he turns in for the night. 
And even the most indolent householder can make his 
home safe from fire In many other ways without 
overstraining his muscles. It doesn't take much effort 
to see that flammable junk is properly disposed of, 
rather than being stored in basements and closets 
whore it is a constant invitation of fire. It's no great 
task to periodically check up on exposed electric 
cords and replace those which arc frayed. And It's 
easy to call the repair shop and have someone who 
knows his business make a routine Inspection of fur- 
naces and other heating appliances before they are 
subjected to the heavy cold-weather load. 

If these things alone are done, the risk of fire 
in most homes will be tremendously reduced. And the 
other major causes of fire are equally simple to detect 
and correct. No one can do it for you. It's your job — 
just as it's your life and your property that's at stake. 

• • • 

Is Socialized Power Cheap? 

One of the best and simplest refutations of the 
argument that government-produced electric power Is 
I honestly "cheap", recently appeared in the Charleston, 
South Carolina, News and Courier. That paper said: 
"There are three, and only three, reasons why 
socialistic, public power can undersell free enterprise 
power. These are: 

"1. Public power pays no taxes. One out of 
every five dollars that private power collects must 
be paid to the government in taxes. 

"2. Public power is subsidized by the govern- 
ment. That is to say that taxpayers put up the money 
to build public power projects and pay the deficits. 
"3. Public power pays no profits. If this is laud- 
able — and the backers of public power seem to think 
it is — then free enterprise should certainly be banned 
completely. The profits which free enterprise power 
pays to its stockholders are regulated by state public 
service commissions, and the profits are taxed by the 
government." 

Through the device of tax freedom and tax sub- 
sidy, the government could sell anything "cheaper" 
than private enterprise can sell it — food, clothes, 
and newspapers, for example! And there would be just 
as much justification for the government to socialize 
the food, clothing and newspaper business as there Is 
for socializing power. The truth is that the utility in- 
dustry, as a whole, sells domestic power at rates 
which are 26 per cent below the 1939 level. That 
really is cheap power — and the taxpayers aren't sub- 
sidizing it.

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College Students 
Getting Jitters, 
Educators Report 

CHICAGO— America college stu- 
dents hove wnr jitters, university 
officials throughout the nation' re- 
port. 

As a result many men students 
hove adopted a "what's the use" 
attitude and dropped out of school. 

The survey of more than 55 col- 
leges and universities showed that 
many students hod boon colled into 
reserve units and that large num- 
bers of students planned to enlist 
after mid-term examinations rath- 
er than wait to be drafted in June, 
so they might hove their pick of 
the services. Some students just 
did not show up after Christmas. 

A University of- Texas official 
said about 400 studets had dropped 
out of school to cnliBt in recent 
months. 

Students at. Princeton said dormi- 
tory janitors had been asked to 
make a check to see just who had 
come back from the Christmas hol- 
idays. University officials there 
predicted their enrollment would 
drop of 2,000 next fall, a decline of 
one- third. 

Victims of Worry 

A Duquesnc University official 
Bald a check showed that five per 
cent of the students had adopted a 
"don't-glvc-a-darn attitude" and 
were cutting classes and Ignoring 
their studies. He said another 20 
per cent were the victims of worry 
and general tension. 

Other universities reported many 
students were ignoring their classes 
and that grades had dropped In 
many cases. 

J. D. Williams, chancellor of the 
University of Mississippi, reported: 
"The uncertainty of the mobiliza- 
tion program has contributed to 
restlessness, impatience, confusion, 
frustration and in some instances 
despair on the part of many stu- 
dents. Some seem relieved when 
they actually were called to active 
duty." 

At Yale, Harvard, Dartmouth, 
Brown and Princeton, a "general 
unrest" was reported. A Dart- 
mouth spokesman said the school al- 
ready had lost a "sizeable percent- 
age" of students through enlist- 
ments. 

At the University of Florida, 
J. Hillls Miller, the president, 
scheduled a meeting of all 8,000 
male students in an effort to combat 
the despondent attitude caused by 
the war threat and draft. Profes- 
sors said grades in all except re- 
serve officer training courses had 
plummeted and the student news- 
paper estimated about 50 men a 
week were quitting school to en- 
list. 

Scholastic Averages Drop 

"We need a clearer outlook for 
students," said Willis Tate, vice 
president of Southern Methodist 
I University. "Many of the weaker 
students — those hi the lower half 
of their class — definitely are study- 
ing less. After all, they've lost their 
incentive because of the present 
draft laws." 

He said there was "much hysteria 
and nvsinformation" on the campus 
and indecision on the port of men 
"faced by the threat of changes 
In the draft law." 

Other schools reported the scho 
lastlc average had dropped slight 
ly, partially because of the "ter- 
rible turmoil at present" 1 and * 
bitterness among students.

Sermon on Mount 
Named in Survey 
As Best 'Speech' 

NEW YORK-Of all the speeches 
ever made, which two would you 
like to have henrd In person? 

When a Northwestern University 
professor asked 318 persons this 
question, 88 per cent named either 
Christ's "Sermon on the Mount" 
or Lincoln's "Gettysburg Address." 
One mon wonted to hear Joe 
Stalin's "Farewell Address." 

Dr. Irving J. Lee, professor of 
public spooking at Northwestern, 
revealed the finding of a three-year 
"odd moments" survey in the 
Chicago area to discover how peo- 
ple feel about speakers and. 
speeches. ' 

Another question Professor Lee 
asked was, "Are there any speak- 
ers alive today you would be willing 
to go to some trouble to hear?" 

Seventy-six per cent of those 
queried said they would go out of 
their way to hear one or more of 
the following: Winston Churchill, 
Albert Einstein, General Eisenhow- 
er, Eleanor Roosevelt and Walter 
Wlnchell. 

Least Interesting Named 

The survey subjects said the most 
interesting speakers they had heard 
were actors nnd actresses, clergy- 
men and college -professors, in that 
order. Described as "least inter- 
esting", were well-known writers, 
all scientists and most business 
men. 

The Northwestern professor re- 
ported that the 318 people he in- 
terviewed consisted of three gen- 
eral types in about equal propor- 
tions: (1) laboring people, (2) busi- 
ness executives and club women, 
and (3) students and white collar 
workers. He tnlkcd to them on the 
street, on trains and street cars, 
in theater lobbies and in stores. 

Fifty per cent said they go to 
hear speeches because they have 
to, 25 per cent' because they feel 
they should and 25 per cent because 
they want to. Another breakdown 
of the answers showed that 30 pet 
cent go to speeches because they 
are "dragged" by friends or rela- 
tives. 

Forty per cent of those who went 
to a college or university expressed 
little Interest in speeches, pointing 
out they had had their share of 
lecture-going. A sample comment 
was: "After all, how much can a 
man take?" 

Dislike Formal Talks 
In summarizing what the 3IS sub- 
jects think about speakers and 
speeches, Professor Lee made three 
comments: 

(1) People have had their fill of 
the dull, lifeless, learned, official- 
sounding formalism which marks 
so many public statesmen. Speak- 
ers ought to stand up and speak In 
their own words, no matter how 
halting or unpolished. 

(2) Audiences want less special 
pleading and campaigning for vest- 
ed 'interests, and more occasions In 
which they are effortlessly enlight- 
ened. They like to hear speakers 
who try to help them think through 
the problems of our time. 

(3) They are unhappy about the 
amount of personalfzed invective in 
public debate today. They want 
less of the headline-reaching that 
goes with angry, attacks on persons. 
They think that men of good-will, 
anxious about the welfare of this 
country, ought to be able to differ 
in better spirit, that men in high 
places ought to be able to disagree 
without so much spiting and dis- 
temper.

. CAIRO, Egypt— A new method of 
fighting fire was announced re- 
cently by Egypt's chief fire fight- 
er, Col. Mohamed Mahfouz. 

The colonel reports that through 
a new device ordinary air is sucked 
through a series of cleaners, then 
blown out onto a fire through a 
special nozzle after the oxygen con- 
tent is reduced. 

"You blow out a candle by mov- 
ing air toward it," he said, "Well, 
! in this you just blow a little hard- 
!er to extinguish a bigger flame." 
Mahfouz said the process could 
replace present methods of fire 
extinguishing, since it can be used 
."for any type of flame and does not 
• harm materials, as do water and 
many chemicals. 

While reasonable precautions must 

be taken that the air jet does not 

! fan the flame, there can be no bad 

! chemical reaction when the air 

i comes in contact with a flame. 

One of the biggest and best argu- 
i ments is the price arid availability 
of the new device's chief compon- 
ent—ordinary, everyday breathing 
air.

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Red Pine Seedlings for 
Forest Planted North of 
Hickory Corner Friday 



"Tree-planting machines arc 
quickening tree-planting programs 
in Lake County and also other sec- 
tions of the state," W. F. Buckley 
(associate) extension forester from 
the University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture Urbana, pointed out at 
a demonstration on the G. A. Langc 
farm near. Antioch on April 27. 

At the same time he indicated 
that nursery production requires ex- 
pansion to keep pace with demand 
and adequately cope with the state's I 
reforestation problem. 

The meeting on the Langc farm 
featured a recently developed tree- 
planting machine supplied by the 
agricultural department of the Illi- 
nois Central Railroad. During the 
day 4,000 white and red pine seed- 
lings were planted with It in about 
6 hours. 

Buckley had charge of the ma- 
chine and showed how it is used in 
planting the trees. The planting on 
the Langc farm is intended to es- 
tablish a pine plantation for wood 
crops which will serve as demonstra- 
tion to Lake county people in the 
years ahead. In summing up the 
value of mechanical planters to the 
reforestation problem. Buckley said 
that planting costs are lowered, and 
with more rapid planting possible, 
operations can be delayed until soil 
conditions are favorable. He believes 
the machine has a place in the 
county, probably on cooperative 



basis; as in the soil conservation dis- 
trict program, or on a custom basis. 
The areas In need of planting on 
many farms do not justify invest- 
ment in a machine, he warned, 

The demonstration .and meeting 
on the Lange farm was developed 
by Ray T. Nicholas, Lake county 

farm adviser, through the joint ef- 
forts of P. R. Farlow, gen. agricul- 
tural agent of the Illinois Central;

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New Life Begins 
For Child Found 
On Battlefield 

WILLIAMSBURG, Vo. — The life 
of Patsy LI, a 15-year-oId Chinese 
girl, has been filled with adventure 
more sensational than the usual 
fiction story. 

It was eight years ago that tyo 
American marines found a tiny, 
helpless Chinese child wandering 
aimlessly about a thundering bat- 
tleground In Guadalcanal. 

Her face was flushed with fever. 
There was an ugly gash on her 
heacj and bayonet wounds on her 
arms and legs. 

On that day In 1043, no one dared 
to hope that the little girl would 
live. Natives had slipped her from 
behind Japanese lines to a spot 
where, the marines would find her. 

Sheltered by Lt. Cdr. Frederick 
P. Gehrlng, a navy chaplain, she 
cried when she first saw his uni- 
form. When the Japanese bombed 
the encampment, he hid her In fox- 
holes. She clung to life and re- 
covered. 

Chaplain Names Child 

It was In a foxhole that Father 
Gehrlng found a name for her: 
Patsy Li. The selection of that 
name was another of the sensation- 
al incidents in her life. It hap- 
pened that he gave her precisely 
the name that had been hers from 
birth. • 

Thus, relatives who read their 
jnewspapcrs found Patsy and took 
[her, after the war, . back under 
ithelr wing. 

Patsy's mother, Mrs. Ruth LI, 
[lived in Singapore when the Jap- 
anese struck In 1941. In February, 
'1942, with the enemy close at hand, 
Mrs. Li and her two young daugh- 
ters left with other refugees on 
the SS Kuala, bound for Australia. 

The loaded steamship fell under 
Japanese air attack off the Neth- 
erlands East Indies and was sunk. 
Mrs. LI held her children tightly 
and leaped from the vessel before 
lit went down. 

She placed Patsy, then 6, on a bit 
of wreckage. She lost her grip on 
.two-year-old Lottie Li and the child 
drowned. When she was finally 
dragged aboard a life raft, Patsy 
was nowhere to be found. 

Travels 3,000 Miles 

No one knows how Patsy Li 
{reached Guadalcanal. She herself 
was too young to remember. Rut 
(it is 3,000 miles from the Island 
[to the spot where the SS Kuala 
jwas sunk. 

i After she was found, bleeding 
and ragged, by the marines, and 
recovered from her wounds, and 
fever, Patsy became a virtual mas- 
cot for the corps. 

When the war was over, Mrs. Li 
made her way to Patsy, then on 
the island of Efate, from Singa- 
pore. That was in 1946. The two 
went back to Singapore to live. 

Now, nine years later, Patsy LI 
has arrived in the United States 
to get a high school education. The 
arrangements were made by Father 
Gehrlng who is now director of the 
Cincentian mission in China, with 
headquarters in Philadelphia. 



DARLENE BAUER IS ENGAGED 




Only Two Watches Made 
In America Prol. Cole 
Told Antiocti Men's Club 



There are only two American 
made watches; any more, the Hamil- 
ton and the Elgin, alt other are 
made in Switzerland, or assembled 
In this country, Prof. Richard H. 
Cole, Northwestern university told 
the Antioch Men's club at its dinner 
meeting Monday evening. 

Professor Cole traced the history 
of watches from 1700 until the pres- 
ent time, illustrating his talk with 
stercoptlcon slides. 

When the Howard family died, 
that watch company like the Illi- 
nois Watch Co., went out of exist- 
ence, he said. 

The tendency at this time is to 
make cheap watches, and the 
American manufacturers who. man- 
ufactured good watches were forced, 
out of business. With radio announ- 
cing the time every few minutes and 
a clock on many 'buildings people 
do not need watches so badly now, 
he commented. 

The number of jewels does not 
necessarily determine the quality 
or value of the watch, Professor Cole 
said. There, are only about seven 
moving parts and beyond that a 
jewel may be superfluous, yet the 
average man thinks a watch to be 
good must have 21 jewels. 

The speaker showed pictures of 
many types of watches, including 
some that strike the hour. 

The next meeting of the club will 
be on June 4 when Mr. Steffen, di- 
rector of training in the industrial 
relations department of Swift and 
Co., Chicago, will be the. speaker. 
His subject will .be "This Is Your 
Problem." During July, August 
and September there will be no 
meetings. 



Immigrant Shows Gratitude 
By Lttving Lodfi $10,000 

GREEN BAY, Wis. — The Odd 
Fellows lodge of Green Bay re- 
ceived |10,824 recently and therein 
is one of the strangest stories of 
many a day. 

Sixty years ago while the lodge 
hall was abuilding, a penniless im- 
migrant youth asked the member 
in charge for a job. 

When the building was finished, 
the workman — one Nels Johnson — 
asked the boss if there was any- 
thing he could do to show his ap- 
preciation. 

And the boss replied . jokingly, 
"If yQU ever get any money, you 
might leave some to the IOOF." 

A half century later member* 
of the lodge wera advised by a 
Rochelle (III.) attorney that one 
Nels Johnson had left them a be- 
quest. 

Tht name meant nothing. Some 
optimistic souls thought the be- 
quest might be $100.

Operations Successful 

PHILADELPHIA-Dr. Robert 
P. Glover, one of the surgeons 
who perfected the technique of 
operating on the mitral valve of 
the heart, reports 80 percent of 
the patients who have undergone 
the operations are living fairly 
normal lives. 

The first operation to correct 
mitral stenosis, a closing of the 
valve— was performed two years 
ago. 

"Since that time there have 
been 50 cases," Dr. Glover said. 
"Of these, eight died within the 
first month and a ninth died 
later of an infection not connect- 
ed with the heart condition. 

"Twenty of the remaining 41 
are in excellent condition and 
have lost all the symptoms they 
had before the operation. It is 
fair to say that they are living 
norma! lives. 

"The other 21 have retained 
some effects of the disease be- 
cause the disease had reached 
an advanced stage, However, 
many of them have returned to 
work and all are living fairly 
normal lives."

Legion Auxiliary Opposes 
Bill to Create Department 
Of Health Before Congress 

Concern is being expressed by 
American Legion Auxiliary rehabil- 
itation workers over the fate of the 
present program of hospital and 
medical care for war veterans 
should a bill to create a Department 
of Health, now before Congress, be- 
come a low, according to Mrs. Wal- 
ter Hills, Rehabilitation chairman of 
Antioch Unit of the Auxiliary. 

The bill, now being considered 
by committees In both houses of 
Congress, would esfablish a depart- 
ment of cabinet rank under which 
would be the service of the United 
States Public Health Service, the 
Veterans Administration Depart- 
ment of Medicine and Surgery and 
certain medical and hospital ser- 
vices of the Department of Defense. 
Specific provisions is made for hos- 
pitalization of veterans with service- 
connected disabilities, but no pro- 
vision whatever seems to be made 
for veterans whose disabilities are 
not service-connected. 

"The American Legion and 
Auxiliary have worked for many 
years to obtain adequate hospital 
facilities and establish a high stan- 
dard of medical care for disabled ve- 
terans," Mrs. Hills said. "Taking 
the care of the veteran away from 
the Veterans Administration and 
merging it with other health func- 
tions of the Federal Government In 
a huge governmental department 
appears to us to be a move not in 
the best interests of the veteran. 
With the Korean War adding thou- 
sands of now names to the rolls of 
the nation's disabled defenders, it 
seems a poor lime to disrupt the 
program of caring for the war dis- 
abled which has been developed 
through long years of experience. . 

"The 'Legion and Auxiliary be- 
lieve that all veterans" affairs 
should continue to be handled by 
the Veterans Administration, not 
parceled out among a number of 
different government agencies. The 
Veterans Administration was creat- 
ed to end the confusion which re- 
sulted when a number of different 
agencies were trying to handle ve- 
terans' affairs, and we do not want 
to return to that situation."
